neither for Apollo, Cephas, or Paul, but for Chriſt 
Jeſus the only Son of God; I therefore ſpeak of 

that Religion that commands Vertue and for- 
\ bids Vice, that hates Superſtition and Hypocri-- 
Ay, and loves. only the venerable Antiquity of 
the Apoſtles, and deteſts Human and vain Tra- 
ditions; and yet patiently ſuffers thoſe who err 
in the Ways of Salvation, and love Falſities, 

Novelties, and groſs Superſtition, preſerving for 

them jn a warm and true Zeal all the Tender- 
neſs and Love of true Chriſt ians or Servants of 
Jeſus Chriſt ; finally, I ſpeak of that pure Reli- 
gion which comes from above, which is pure, 
holy, and fruitful in good Works.

Let other Princes of the World found their

Faith, Knows tlie inexpreſſible Greatneſs of 
the ALMIGHTY, and the Emptineſs and 
Nullity of all Human Things, which ſhews 
him that the greateſt Kingdoms and the longeſt 
Reigns are in the Sight of the Eternal but as 2 
Point and a Cypher of Grandeur, but of a Mo- 
ments Duration; ſo that the King is both mo- 
deſt and moderate in his Power, and ſighs and 
longs for an immortal and divine Glory; ap- 
pPearing in publick a noble and moſt magnifi- 
cent King, and at the ſame time interiourly an 
humble Servant of the Almighty ; and tho' he

Heart which Solomon deſired for the Govern-

to him in the Hours appointed for Prayers, and 
for ſinging his Pra iſes, and hearing the Word of. 
God preached with due Attention, and receiving 
it with Submiſſion and Reverence, that it may 
make on his Heart all thoſe pious Impreſſions it 
-ought to fix there; and that he lets no great 
Holiday paſs without kindling his Fervour and 
_ Zeal for Religion, by taking the holy Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper; and tho? he often Com- 
municates, yet it is always religiouſly, and not 
out of Cuſtom, and that he partakes of it al- 
Ways with the fame Preparation and Purity as 
if he took it but once a Lear; and I ſhall only 
ſay, that it is to diſpoſe himſelf duly for re-

In the midſt of ſuperſtitious and unbe- 
lieving Nations, the Holy Name of the Lord is 
glorified, and the pure Religion of Jeſus Christ 
is preached, and the poor Chriſtians who receive 
it are fed, and built up in the Faith at the ſame 


time; every where they are ſupported and main- 


tained in the Goſpel Liberty of the Children of 

God. I truly ſee all theſe holy Things done to 
encreaſe and advance the Honour of God, and 
our great King, who from his Royal Palace, as 
from the Center of the Chriſtian Religion, ac- 
compliſhes the great Work by his Ambaſſadors 
in all Foreign Courts. What is then the Prin- 
ciple which does govern the King in all his 
Actions, but his Religion towards Gd? 
As he receives from God all his Grandeur, ſo 
he employs it entirely to his Glory, that if there 
is any one who doubts of this Truth, I need on- 
ly, to convince him, to mention here one Action 
of the King's which is very freſh in our Memo- 
ries ; there cannot be a more ſenſible and great- 
er Proof of it than that which the King has late- 


ly given, when he procured the Deliverance of 


the poor Proteſtants out of the Gallies, wha 
had ſufferd in them ſo many Years under the 
Reign of a ſuperſtitious and cruel King, whoſe 
long and troubleſome Reign was a time of con- 
tinual Perſecution. of the true Church of Jeſus 
Crit. Within the e of France, a 
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tie Coafts of the Mediterranean Sea, there is built 
a rich and great City, which has a ſtately and 
large Harbour, in Which are ſeen floating Pri- 
ſons, wherein theſe holy Galley Slaves have ſuf-- 
fered and undergone the hard Labour of tugging 
at the Oar, under the inhuman Severity of a 
hard Task-Maſter; but tliey have loſt nothing 
by their forced Puniſhments, having always 
preſerv'd their Vertue and Integrity: Thoſe 

v ho did condemn them to the Gallies, have prai- 
ſd them: All that they could reproach them- 
with, Was their true way of Serving God, and 
keeping his holy Commandments. Their only 
Crime was the reading and meditating on the 
Holy Scriptures; and being fincere in a plain and 
true ori without Show; and finging Pſalms, 
and leading à holy Life free from all manner of

Why have not theſe undertaken inſtead of me, 

to Write a Penegyrick on ſo Great a King? they 

ſee him every Day, and can tell us in Reality 


it is in this private and retired Life in which - 


the King without any Deſire of Glory, or Hopes 
of Publick Praiſes, abandons himſelf freely to 
the natural Motions of his Mind, and diſcovers 
Himſelf fully to them; they can tell us that the 

Temper of this Great Prince, whether in Pub- 


| tek or in Private, is always the ſame; and that

Mind, being full of Lenity and noble Expreſſi- 
ons, repreſenting the Dangers of Religion, and 
of the State and People, eſpouſing their Inte- 
reſts entirely, and neglecting his own, Which 


 thews how concerned he is for their Welfare. 


Are there Enemies who would take his Crown 
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from him ? He is little ſenſible of his own Inte- 
reſts, but that which concerns him moſt is, that 
if his Enemies could execute their Defigns a- 
gainſt his ſacred Perſon, they would not only 
commit great Ravages, and plunder us of our 
Riches, but they would deſtroy our holy Reli- 
gion; Liberties and Properties. When it is ne- 

_ ceflary to fit out Fleets, or to raiſe and main-

= tain an Army, either to reſiſt the Enemies of 
1 the Government, or to prevent their bad De- 
= ſigus, he only asks thoſe Sums of Money which 
| the Parliament judges neceſſary to give him for 
the Publick Safety; he forgets his own Intereſts, 
and regards thoſe of his Subjects moſt, which 
are much dearer to him than his own; but in 
this, my Silence Praiſes the King more than my 
Mords. Mou have his noble Speeches in your 
Hands, read them again and again with Atten- 
tion, and you will doubtleſs. find them greater 
and finer in what I have not faid of them, than 
in What I have mentioned; 
Let us now conſider the equitable and ſound 
Judgment of his Mind, by the laudable Choice 
he makes of Perſons of Merit for the due Admi- 
nNiſtration of Juſtice, Men who truly fear God, 
in whom they find all Knowledge and Truth, 
And who hate Avarice. As it is by Inſtitution = 
that Kings ſhould have Subjects to govern, fo

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Perfection of his Reign conſiſted in _rendring

known, and Law Suits rarely happened, when 
the common Principles of natural Equity were 
ſufficient for to judge them, then Kings them 
ſelves rendred to their Subjects due Juſtice; but 
ſince Vice has much increaſed, and made Men 
litigious, and often at Law with one another, 
which has multiplied our Laws, and made the 
Forms of Proceeding ſo many and troubleſome, 
that Kings could no longer bear the Weight of. 
that painful and fatiguing Office, being bred up to 
Politicks, and ſometimes in Camps and Armies, 
buſy always either in preventing or ſuſtaining 
blood) Wars, and breaking the powerful 


Leagues which Jealouſy and Ambition is al- 
ways forming againſt them, endeavouring te 


unite ſo many different Intereſts, for to procure 


to the World a ſolid and laſting . Peace; being 
thus under the Weight of ſuch a Multiplicity of 
grand Affairs, they were forced to chuſe, as did 
Moſes, faithful, wile, juſt, honeſt, and learned 
Mien, to whom they gave the Power of doing

Paſſage of Rivers, Battles gained, Towns and 
Fields dyed with Blood, and many other Miſ- 
chiefs Which Civil War naturally produces; 
but T had rather omit ſomething that relates to 
the Glory of the King, and of his Armies, than 
entertain you any longer with the diſmal 
Image of our paſt Misfortunes, and thereby 
open afreſh thoſe Wounds which his Majeſty's

vill only then aſſure you that the King Nas 
a ſtrong Paſſion for the Good of his Subjects; 


& his ardent Deſires of uniting them to their 
Head, and his great Zeal for the Publick

duct in the great Troubles Which afflicted 
Great Britain. Thus holy Religion, founded 
on the Sacred Scriptures, (which our Enemies 
had deſign'd to aboliſh, and to ſettle in its 
Place a falſe and hypocrirical Worſhip, ground- 
ed only on Humane Traditions) does now tri-- | 
umph, and always will do fo, to verify the 
Words of Jeſus Chriſt in his Goſpel, That the 
Gates of Hell ſhall never prevail againſt it.

who in declaring your ſelves Enemies to the King, 


became Enemies of your Religion, and your Coun- 


try, and of your own Liberty, you are {till living: 
you trembled under*the juſt Lawswhich condemned 
| you to die for your Rebellion; but by the inexpreſ- 
ſible Bounty, Generoſity, and Clemency of the 
King, you are cured of your Fears, and gracious- 
ly pardoned : May on then now live recovered to 


your Senſes, and know your great Errors, and 


the Juſtice of his Cauſe; and as there is in Poli- 
ticks as well as Religion a-Repentance almoſt as 


glorious as Innocence it ſelf, make amends for your 


paſt Faults by an extraordinary Zeal, and a ſteddy 


Loyalty; and then may you live long to publiſh 
the Bounty and Clemency of your great King. 


Why then will not you admire and love as you 


ought a King, who in the time of your Revolt 


conſidered you as his Subjects, and not as his Ene- 


mies; who endeavoured to bring you to Submiſſi- 
on, and not to deftroy you; who wilh'd you 


might, if poſſible, be attacked without hurting 
you, and would gladly have defended himſelf

It is very difficult for a King to be victorious. 
and moderate at the ſame time; worldly, Great- 
neſs, and military Succeſs hardens the Heart, and.

eſpecially when they are unjuſtly attacked by thoſe 
whom. they have overceme, and it is only our 
Great King that unites ſuch oppoſite things toge- 
| ther in himſelf, becauſe he takes nothing for an 
| ” Enemy but Injuſtice and Uſurpation ; he only, 
1 makes War without Anger, and fights without 
Paſſion, gains Victory without Pride, triumphs 


| 8 without Vanity, and lives with his Enemies with. 
= out Reſentment, by reaſon that the Rule of all his 
| Actions is Religion and Clemency, 


be King's Bounty is perfectly great, and much 
different from that of other Sovereigns; he had a 
great Regard for the People where the Armies 
marched during the time of this inteſtine War. 
In ſuch times of Confuſion all Perſons know that 
Diſorders. generally reign in the Armies, and the 
Soldiers not only ink they may enrich themſelves 
with the Plunder of their Enemies, but alſo of 
their Friends, and that by neceſſary Connivance 
they are uſed to commit ſome Outrages and Ra-

pine, for to encourage them, and keep them in 
good Order and Submiſſion. The King would 
not follow. theſe cruel and barbarous Cuſtoms, but 
govern'd himſelf by the Rules of juſt Equity and 
Goodneſs for his Subjects, and not being willing 
there ſhould be any Signs of theſe inteſtine Diſtra- 
ctions, he cauſed an Eſtimate to be made of the 
Damages, and diſtributed. & very large Sum of 

Money to repair the Loſſes which both Friends 
and Enemies might have ſuffered thereby. 

It is thus that the King prevents Envy by contt- 
nual Acts of Clemency and Gbedneſs; from hence 
it comes that thofe that were before diſaffected to 
him, now plainly ſee how great a Support he is of 
our Religion; and this makes them join with the 
Voice of the People, being entirely perſwaded that 
_ whoever is an Enemy to him, is an Enemy to the 
true Intereſts of the Kingdom. Such is the great 

Goodneſs of his Majeſty. towards his Subjects; and 
now as the laſt thing neceſſary'to-be done, I ſhall

There are two things which eſſentially and 
__ equally tend to render a Prince very great amongſt 

the other Sovereigns of the Univerſe, his Juſtice . 
and the Grandeur of his People; the. one makes 
him loved by all juſt Men to whom he is Always 
good and beneficial; the other makes him feared 

by the Unjuſt whom he is always in a Condition 
to oppoſe with Succeſs: For otherwiſe, the Juſtice 
of a King is but an unfortunate and fruitleſs Vir- 
tue, which works always in vain if not maintained 
and ſupported by the Greatneſs and Valour of the 
People; but when a Prince who knows how: to 
„ 8 ene 
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Tubdge his Paſſions, to rule his Mind and Conduct, 
And poſſeſſes all juſt and good Qualities, commands 
and rules over opulent and brave Nations, who 
can fit out powerful Fleets, raiſe and maintain 
great Armies, to take Towns, and fight Battles; 
it is then only that his Juſtice acts in its full Extent, 
Whether in the preventiog Wars or poremng an end 
to them; to calm or rouſe up fo many different 
Paſſions, diſſipate the Fears and Jealouſies of both 
Friends and Enemies, moderate the Profperity of 
the one, and ſupport. the others in Misfortunes; 
2 two great things equally make a King power- 
* FT ſhall then begin with the Greatneſs and Glory 
Of this Nation. What a Hong and pleaſant Spe- 
 Etacle here preſents its {elf to my Mind, and to 
which the Subject of my Diſcourſe has happily 
brought me? I ſee a Country fo good, commodi- 
ous, and of a temperate Air, and ſo fruitful, and 
Abounding in all things neceſſary for Humane Life, 
Which it produces with little Induſtry ; that ever 
ſiace the time of Julius Ceſar, who conquer'd firſt 
theſe Kingdoms, they have been encreaſed by the 
molt valiant and brave People of Europe, who quit- 
ting their own Countries, have at ſeveral times like 
aà Torrent ſpread and ſettled themſelves in all the 
rich Counties of this Nation, bringing with them 
J few.

I obfetve a Clergy -wiſe, good, eloquent, and 


learned, ho poſſeſs with Reputation the leaſt and 


greateſt Dignities of the Church of Exgland; who 
Feadily maintain her juſt Rights, and amicably 
paciky all Differences, and ſupport her Diſcipline 
With Zeal, and propagate ker Path with the * . 
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eſt Ardour, I find a EO Nobility, very pd 
lite, honeſt, obliging, liberal, civil, valiant, and 
truly jealous of their Religion, Liberty, and the 
Honour of their Country; plain, but very neat 
and gentile in their Habits, and noble in their 
Feaſts, and magnificent in their Buildings, and 
in their Furniture, being adorned with fine Libra- 
ries, and rich in Cabinets full of valuable Medals, 
and full of the fineſt Pictures and all forts of Rari- 
ties. I obſerve a great Number of Learned Men, 
famous Lawyers, wiſe Philoſopers, judicious Na- 
turaliſts, ingenious Doctors of Phyſick of great 
Experience, able Mathematicians, admirable Poets, 
excellent Muſicians , inimitable Comedians; and 
finally, Perſons free from Roughneſs and Stupi- 
dity, and of a Sobriety equally delicate and ſolid, 
having in all times made themſelves famous by the 
Delicacy, Beauty, Brightneſs, and Solidity of their 
Genius. I find a great many open, generous Men, 
who hate Falſities and Tricks, Friends to Virtue, 
neither diſtruſtful nor ſuſpitious, but open, true 
Friends; plain and induſtrious, Lovers of Art, not 
only laborious, and Inventors of Mechanick Works, 
but they ſurpaſs all other Nations in the Perfection, 
Juſtneſs, Neatneſs, and Nicety of all ſorts of Works 
and Manufactures. e ,, 

I, find a Nation that poſſeſſes immenſe Riches, 
Which is daily encreaſed by her vaſt Trade to all 
Parts of the Univerſe, being very brave, enterpri- 
Zing, and ready to take up Arms in Defence of her 
Liberties and Religion eſtabliſh*d by the Laws, 
being two things which they love paſſionately, and: 
Which are equally dear to them, and for the. 
Preſervation of them both, altho? they are [drew 
. N | divided 
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i divided into different Parties and Factions, Will 
3 then always be united. I ſee great Fleets and 
3 brave Armies commanded by the ableſt Generals 
cok the Univerſe, which makes them invincible, by 
inſpiring them with Stoutneſs and Steadineſs of 
Mind, being filled with Courage and Valour, 
Which makes the Soldiers fear nothing, bear all 
Hardſhips, and venturing upon any thing, reſiſt- 
ing all Oppoſition, ſo that they never fail to ſtop 
the Fury of their Enemies by bold Attacks, and 
krepulſe them, and purſue them even over rapid and 
deep Rivers, preſerving always by their Reputati- 
on and Valour the Gloty of theſe Kingdoms. 
I ‚laſtly ſee a great King itrictly united to his. 
faithful Parliament, whoſe Acts tend all to the 
Honour, Tranquillity, and Good of the Publick.; 
a Prince Who Wills what he pleaſes, and who only 
wills What he ought, being above all other Princes 
by his Courage and Power, and by his great Juſtice 
above his Crown and his own Power. What 
Prince ever entered leſs into the oblique, crooked 
Ways of unjuſt Paſſions than he whom I no.] 
praiſe ? he is born with noble and juſt Incl inations, 
which free his Soul from any other Rule but that 
of ſtrict Juſtice ; there are in his Mind and Heart 
Principles of Honour, and Laws of ſuch a ſevere 
Equity, that makes him hate the leaſt fort of Inju- 
ſtice, and reſiſt the diſorderly Paſſions of Prin- 
ces, and he affords to the Weak all the Protection 
they can deſire; is enough the being Unfortu- 
nate, to obtain his Aid, and ſuch need make no 
; ther Intereſt to him than that which Liberty op- 
preſſed, and Juſtice perſecuted carry along with 
r . | He 
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le being free from all weak Managements and 
cold Indifferences, never abandons the Intereſt 
of other Princes through fear of embroiling his 
own Affairs; and full of Honour, Courage, and 
Reſolution, he needs no other Motive than that of 
. defending and protect ing the Juſt for the publick 
good, and wherever hisPower extends,(and to what 
part does it not?) there Oppreſſion and Injuſtice uſe 
not to appear without Puniſhment; thoſe are ſure to 
meet with trouble, who are ſo baſe and wicked as 
to injure and give trouble to others unjuſtly. He 
does not fear the Anger of the greateſt Prince, when 
he finds himſelf obliged to help the Oppreſſed; he 
does not fink or yield to any Power, when he 
thinks it Unjuſt; he neither conſiders the. vain 
Glory of the Proud, nor the falſe Honour of the 
Haughty: flattering Praiſes, or Murmurings and 
| Fears, are not able in the leaſt to divert him from the 
J TIS. Goo er in bt ng ts perl 
Ambition and the Glory of Conqueſt can never 
Tempt him; he is not full of ardent Deſires to ſub- 
due new Provinces, but he makes it all his Delight 
and Glory, carefully to preſerve the Flouriſhing 
Kingdoms which Divine Providence has given him; 
thus being Diſintereſted and full of good Inten- 
tions, he ſtill preſerves that Rectitude of mind which 
he exerciſes always on his Throne and in his Gover- 
ment; for what is a King of great Britain, if not 
a Prince who ſeems to be ſet up by God to be the 
great Arbiter of Peace and War. The Cenſor and 
Avenger of the Oppreſſions and Injuſtices of other 
Princes, and who ſeeing all over Europe ſg many un. 
. ruly Paſſions in others, ought to have none himſelf. 
Some endeavour to * him ds 1 
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of pretended wrongs done them; or by Imaginary In- 
juries Which theyhave received, others ſtrive earneſt- 
ly to dale his Mind by Specious Reaſons, and falſe 
Appearances of Right. All Perſons would animate 
him by malicious and Artificial Surmiſes, all would 
inform him of their Paſſions and deſires, and draw 
him into their Intereſts; and inſtead of his being 
Arbiter of Peace, they would gladly make him 
acceſſaryto a War. The King is too wiſe to fall into 
any of theſe Snares, being Equitable and Jult, and 
free from all Surprizes, and proof againſt all Impor- 
tunit ies; and is above all the paſſions which Reign 
almolt' every where, incapable of Receiving an 
Wrong impreſſion from abroad; tor he judges of the 
Affairs of Princes bythe only Rules of Juſtice ; he de- 
clares himſelf for a religious obſervance of thoſe 
Treaties of which he is Guarantee, and covers the 
weak by the Power of his FHleets. 
Here the Multiplicity of things I have to Speak 
Of, cauſes a Confulion in my mind. I would Repre- 
ſent to you all the noble Effects of the King's great 
Power, without omitting any, and I cannot do 
it. Supply then my Weakneſs and Incapacity, and 
Seem to be raiſed above your ſelves, and form in 
your Minds an Inviſible Map of all Europe, and then 
mark in your Thoughts with due order all the 
Glorious Events of a Reign filled with wonders; 
and obſerve them fuccinctly, with the time 
and place of action / See Here a Prince ever ſince 
his Acceſſioſi to the Crowr- fierce and Ambitious, 
who thought himſelf above all other Monarchs by 
his grandeur, and by his Conqueſts; who for a long 
time had eonHſpired irh the Enemy of our Religion, 
40 pre vent Gr Kiflg's Glorious Reign, is obliged to 
wa I | 
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acknowledge him; and a little time after full of 
Sorro in his Soul, being not able to Suffer neither 
his equals nor Superiors, and ſeeing with great 
Chagrin the Glory and Reputation of our King 
Spread it ſelf over all the Univerſe, he finyhed with 
Trouble and regret his Mortal Lite. There it plea- 
ſed God to bleſs the Care the King had for his People, 
and made his Juſt Negociations advantagious 
to Trade. Tou Will always fee him with this 
Aſcendant over the Princes of the Earth, gaining 
them by Remagſtrances of the Wrongs done to his 
Subjects, and binding them by Treaties ſo favoura- 
ble to theſe Kingdoms, that he ſets them above all 
others by a happy Commerce, which brings them 
Immenſe Riches. Here alſo they find him manage 
witli art all the Reaſonable diſtruſts of a Neigbour- 
ing Republick; he animates with ſo much Skill 
tlie deſires and hopes of a great Prince, that he con- 
cludes a triple Alliance which ſecures the Succeſſion 
of theſe Kingdoms to his Royal Family, for the 
Security of our Religion and Liberty; and having 
ſeen by the penetration of his mind through the 
Thick clouds of pretence and artifice, and having 
Diſcovered not only the deſigns but the Motives 
and intentions of Several Princes, with this hap- 
py preſence of Mind which is peculiar to him, he 
reſolves for the Publick good, to give ſuddain peace 
to two Empires; he undertakes it, and becomes <3 
the Author and Sollicitor and conductor of it, and 
by the Mediation of his Ambaſſadors he acquires 
_ Skillfally the Confidence of both parties; he unites 
them and gives them that peace formed ſo Advan- 
tageous to the Chriſtian Empire, and thereby puts 
the Emperor in a Condition to make thoſe repear. 
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who trouble the publick Tranquillity of Fraly. By 
what powerful Obligations doesthe King thus draw 

in the Conſent of the other Sovereigns.of Europe; 

but by his own power bySea and Land, by which he 

{ecures ſome, and intimidates others, and gives to- 

all che ſure means of overcoming Injuſtice, to repair 

their I offes, and fo promote their Juſt and true In- 


tereſt; by his generous Diſintereſtedneſs, which 


makes him at all times prefer what is for the publick 
good, before the Glory of his Arms, by that upright- 
nefs of Mind, which in the Treaties that he is Me- 
diator of, permits him not to Favour Inclination to 
the. prejudice of Juſtice, by this Greatneſs of Soul, 
and Sentiments, which raiſes'himaboveother Kings, 
and gains him their Efteem and Friendſhip.  _ 
Was there ever a King more Prudent and more 
clear Sighted, who. prevents War with more Wiſ- 
dom and precaution; who Conducts it with great- 
er orderand Firmnelsof Courage, and proper helps; 
who Manages a treaty with more Judgment and 
Patience; who is wiſer or more Judicious ; and who 
diſpoſes all things better to be ſerviceable to his 
good and juſt Intentions? His meaſures are infallible, 
he not only ſees what the Enemies of the publick 
peace may undertake ; but alſo what they have a 
dleſiga to Venture upon; and he can never be Sur- 
priſed or Cheated, he knows the time of treating, 
and how to ſtand upon his Guard in his defence, and 
the time of attacking the Enemy. What ſhall I fay 
more? Such is his Capacity, that altho? he almoſt al- 
ways Succeeds in his Enterprizes, yet the Glory of 
it muſt be always atributed to himſelf; and that 
Where he does not ſucceed, the blame cannot be laid 
but upon natural Hinderances, Injuſtice, or Treach- 
. {7 What 
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What Prince is there who is an Enemy of the 
Public Peace, but feels the Effects of his juſt 
Power; and what Sea in Europe but ſerves as a 
Theatre of Glory to his Fleets? One King uſed 
to the Fatigues of War from his Infancy, bred up 
in Armies, uſed to ſleep whole Nights on Horſe- 
back, who loves Camps, and flies from Palaces as 
Graves, and will not yield any thing to his 
Enemies, form'd imaginary Deſigns to trou- 
ble our Tranquillity. The King not being yet 
able to to oblige him to a Peace, does however 
render all his Deſigns fruitleſs; he ſends ever7 
Year a Fleet into the Baltich, which keeps him in 
his Harbours Which by Nature are impregnable, 
which makes him drain his Subjects of Money 
cvery Year, for great Preparations of War, from 
whence he receives no Advantage. 25 
It now only remains to finiſh this Elogium, 
that in few Words I repreſent to you the King in 
the Heights of Humane Proſperity, full of Health 
and Wiſdom, always juft, equitable , careſſed by 
ſome, feared by others, and honoured by all, gi- 
ving Peace to thoſe that were at War, protecting 
Innocence, hindring Malice in its Deſigns, and
